One  hundred  ten  books  have  been  added,  we  purchased 
eighty-six,  and  our  "State  Aid  Fund"  gave  us  fourteen. 

Four  thousand,  nine  hundred  twenty-eight  books  and 
magazines  have  been  loaned. 

Teachers  take  books  for  use  in  school. 

Mrs.  Edwin  George  who  has  charge  of  a  branch  library 
at  South  Acworth,  has  loaned  two  hundred  twelve  books. 

Books  are  loaned  to  us  for  circulation  and  then  returned 
to  the  owners.  Those  lending  the  most  are  Mrs.  Perry,  Mrs. 
Danforth,  and  Miss  Potter.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Acworth  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  your  Sup- 
erintendent of  Schools. 

There  has  been  but  one  new  regular  teacher  this  year, 
Miss  Clarice  Zanes,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School,  who 
is  teaching  at  the  Center.  Miss  Zanes  has  taken  a  great  inter- 
est in  her  work  and  the  pupils  are  making  good  progress.  Miss 
Mary  Westney  is  teaching  the  County  School.  The  school  is 
small,  but  Miss  Westney  has  developed  good  class  work  that 
has  held  up  the  enthusiasm  of  the  pupils.  You  are  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  retain  the  services  of  an  experienced  teacher,  Miss 
Maude  Moody,  at  the  Derry  Hill  School  which  has  had  four- 
teen pupils  this  year. 

At  South  Acworth,  Principal  VillaHall  Wight, Miss  Cather- 
ine Sullivan  together  with  four  student  teachers  and  one  cadet 
teacher  from  Keene  Normal  School  have  maintained  an  active 
progressive  school,  from  the  first  to  the  twelfth  grades.  These 
young  men  and  women  uncier  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Wight  give 
their  best  efforts  to  the  work. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  find  good  play  grounds  for  the 
children  at  South  Acworth.  Some  of  the  neighbors  have  been 
very  kind  in  letting  them  play  on  their  land,  but  there  is  need 
of  a  large  open  place  where  baseball  and  other  games  may  be 
played.     The  grounds  belonging  to   the  district  is  near  the 
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river  and  rough  enough  to  be  dangerous.  One  bad  accident 
occured  on  those  grounds  last  fall  causing  sorrow  to  us  all. 
Any  practical  suggestions  by  which  these  grounds  could  be 
improved  or  new  ones  obtained  will  be  valued. 

New  chemical  toilets  were  installed  at  the  South  School, 
the  stairs  to  the  upper  hall  were  built  in  new,  and  some  paint- 
ing and  repairing  was  done  in  the  recitation  rooms. 

If  a  few  more  families  move  in  near  South  Acworth  there 
will  not  be  room  enough  for  the  six  lower  grades.  This  problem 
should  be  studied  carefully.  If  we  are  forced  to  open  a  school 
at  Grout  Hill  or  East  Acworth,  we  should  raise  about  3800.00 
extra  for  the  first  year.  It  would  help  if  some  of  the  smaller 
pupils  could  be  shifteci  to  the  County  School. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Acworth  School  Board,  the  teachers, 
the  pupils,  and  the  citizens  for  their  interest  and  cooperation.
